•School. The schools are mn on a 
general piinciple. E.icli scholar is 
required to go to school two years in

room?, they are entitled to tluee 
years study

free of charge. The buildings are 
built of brick, and are large and of the 
same plan as your school house in 
Dist No. 11. The city is free of debt, 
contains fifteen churches and fourteen 
thousand (14,000) inhabitants, a coal 
mine, two elieckrower manufactories, 
a bagging factory, three daily news- 
papers, and each daily publishes a 
weekly paper. The city is supplied 
with water works, the water being 
forced from a river three miles from 
the city. There is no snow here at 
present, nor has there been any this 
winter to amount to any thing, yet 
w«h*T»had very cold weather, the 
Sttermomettr marking »» low as twen- 
ty-two degrees below zero.

weather of to-day ia very tine, a light 
south wind blowing. No Urea are 
needed.

"Yes," 
said the man, "Well, here you aie 
swearing loud enough to be heard through 
all the surrounding camps." "That's all 
tight, colonel; that's all right," said the 
man. "I know we voted that way, bul 
the swearing had tube done then and 
you were not there." 


One day in the lecture-room m Wash- 


ington City, among the winters of 1864 
and 1865, Colonel Fisk told that story in 
a little lecture. Abraham Lincoln was 
sitting in one of the front seats with his 
hand clasped over his knee, enjoying U 
very much, and laughed at it as he would 
any good anecdote. It happened that 
there came to him an unfortunate old 
ladv who said she must talk with the 
president. She told him her son in the 
East Flinn, who had gone into the Union 
army, when coming near his home, had 
gone off to visit his mother, or, perhaps, 
his sweetheart, and the army, instead of 
marching on in the direction he supposed 
it would, took another route and he was 
gone three or four weeks. He was final- 
ly arrested as a deserter, convicted and 
sentenced to be executed.
